In the case of the editor of The Times

wool on the brain has assumed complete
mastery. He fusses and fumes, and
blusters and flusters along like a me-

chanical crank that grinds out a certain
quantity of stuff with no care as to its
quality. The Herald's editor, however,
still retains a spark of humor. He does
make an attempt to bolster up a bad
cause by argument. In his case the dis-
ease is not of the worst type. He is not
so wrathy or frothy as The Times man.
He hopes for rocovery and writes about
"tho stimulus of new life blood." Ho
needs it. He refers to statistics as fol-
lows :

"During July and August, 1894, the
exports of American manufactures of
wool aggregated only $90,787. But dur-
ing July and August last the exports
aggregated $128,542. If the rate at
which they were exported in August
last ($70,289 in a single month) were
maintained for a whole year, the total
would bo $915,068."

Whero these figures were procured we
don't know. The only reliable authority
is the bureau of statistics of the treasury
department, which gives our exports of
manufactures of wool as follows :

The Herald's figures for the 1894
months were $400 too large. For this
year they were $1 0,008 too larga These
differences are important in proportion
to such a trifling export trade. The Her-
ald says, "If the rate at which they were,
exported in August last ($76,289 in a
single month) were maintained for a
whole year, the total would be $915,-068- ."

Thisisuotso. It would be $915,-46- 8.

That editor cannot multiply even.
But taking the only official figures of
August exports ($66,281), then "if the
rate were maintained for a whole year,
the total would be" $795,372, or $120,- -

096 below what The Herald's miscalcu-
lation set forth.

This, however, only records our sales
account. There is the purchase account
in the national ledger to be examined.
We find charged to our purchase account
for foreign woolen goods in August the
sum of $11,814,409, and "if the rate
were maintained for a whole year the
total would be" $141,772,908. We
should thus have tho following state
ment :

A MILLIONAIRE'S AMUSEMENT.

The Now Wealthy Spends
IIU Time la Whittling.

A millionaire must bo allowed to have
some amusements, and if he is disposed
to amuse himself in ways that would
not be at all amusing to the big public
mado of men who are not millionaires
he must certainly bo accorded the privi-
lege.

Ono of Chicago's greatest utockmcn
and packers was onco a dealer in junk,
and it is said that ho onco went about
gathering old iron himself. Now ho is
reputed to bo worth $25,000,000, and
rumor says that ho has his property in
such shape that he could, if he chose,
raise a larger sum in cash than any
other man in Chicago.

Each morning tho millionaire's man
comes into his oflice with a bundle of
clean pine sticks, which ho places in a
corner not far from tho millionaire's
desk.

The Making of Tubing.
One of the most important parts of

tho bicycle, because it is tho most in
evidence, is tho tubing. The manufac-
ture of tubing is now carried on to a
largo extent in this country, although it
is but recently that tho home production
has reached a stage of perfection whero
it could successfully compete with that
of tho English concerns.

There are a number of methods cf
making tubing, but tho ono mostly in
vogue at present is what is termed the
cold drawn process, and it is of this stylo
of tubing that all the high grade ma-

chines are at present being made. The
machinery required is ponderous, and
tho power requirod to draw out a piece
of steel without heating it is another ex-

hibition of the perfection of modern ma-

chinery.
There are a number of variations to

the method employed, ono of which con-

sists in taking a piece of steel in tho
shape of a bar or ingot. This is bored
through the center. It is then passed
through a die, after which it is heated
and treated to a bath in a secret prepa-
ration which removes tho temper that
tho drawing process imparts. This is re
peated a number of times, and each die
usod is smaller than its predecessor, with
the result that the tube grows smaller
and longer. This is continued till the
tubo is tho right diameter and gauge.
Chicago Tribune.

To Prevent Chapping.
